Several of his works are in the public edifices of Rome.

Shortly afterwards the Revolution happened, and his busi- 
ness decreased. Nevertheless, he painted the portraits of 
prominent people, and was a close copyist of Van Dyck's 
style.

After 
studying - with Samuel Drummond, he was placed under 
the care of Sir Thomas Lawrence, the fashionable por- 
trait painter, to whom, strange to say, he had to pay one 
hundred guineas yearly as a pupil. He entered into the 
style and character of his master to such an extent that 
they separated on not very amicable terms. He exhibited 
at the Academy in 1805. His masterpiece, "The Kemble 
Family," won him fame. He went to Italy in 1818 and 
copied Raphael's works. He was elected a member of 
the Academy of St. Luke and died in his thirty-second 
year from an affection of the throat. He painted the por- 
traits of famous men.

DUTCH SCHOOL 

1611-1681 

He was born at Dordrecht. He went to Amsterdam 
when a child and studied under Rembrandt, whose influ- 
ence can be detected in some of his early works. His 
masterpiece, the "Four Regents of the Leprosy Hospital," 
hangs in the town hall at Amsterdam. He painted many 
Biblical subjects and a great number of portraits, which 
can be seen in nearly all the important museums and gal- 
leries of Europe. 

A PHILOSOPHER IN MEDITATION 

He rests near a table on which are two open books in Hebrew, 
the characters of which can be plainly read. To his left is a globe.

Many stories are told of 
his escapades and privations, during which he painted 
numerous examples. He refused an offer of £300 yearly 
from Romney, and is said to have been a hard drinker, 
working at intervals. Fie, however, turned out a mass of 
good work, some of which hang in the National Gallery 
and the South Kensington Museum, London. 

THE BEAR HUNT 

This painting is one of the few of its kind which Morland painted. 
It shows a grizzly bear cornered by a pack of hunting dogs, and is a 
very interesting animal study.

ENGLISH SCHOOL 

1776-1837 

He was born in East Bergholt, in Suffolk, and became 
one of the greatest realistic landscape painters of Eng- 
land by closely studying nature from early childhood. 
Was admitted to the Royal Academy in 1799 and was 
elected Academician in 1829. His pictures gained noto- 
riety in the Paris Salon in 1824, and in 1827 his master- 
piece, "The Corn Field," made him famous. He loved to 
sketch near his dear Hamstead, as he used to call it, and 
Salisbury and Osmington furnished him with many 
studies for his pictures, most of- which are in the National 
Gallery, South Kensington Museum, London, and the 
Louvre, Paris. 

FARM HOUSE NEAR SALISBURY 

A sweet landscape, with green trees and verdure. The back of 
a farmhouse and a field hand form an exquisite bit of nature, for 
which this painter was famous.

Most of his important works are 
in England.

ENGLISH SCHOOL 

1769-1830 

Born at Bristol, he aided his parents when a youth by 
drawing pastel portraits in chalk.

Entering the Academy at the age of 20, he soon became 
painter to the King. In 1794 he was made an Academi- 
cian, and was knighted. During his visit to France he 
painted the portraits of the allied sovereigns, and in Rome 
Pope Pius VII. sat for him. His best works are in the 
London Galleries. 

PORTRAIT OF GEORGE IV. 

The King, dressed in his robes of state, with his hand on the hilt 
of his sword. Several decorations and orders ornament his breast. 
He wears an air of importance. His crown rests on a table. This 
example so pleased the King that he ordered several to distribute to 
his favorites.

1594-1665 

Called the head of the French school, he was born at 
Villers and proceeded to Paris when young and studied 
under Ferdinand Elle.

called him to Paris, where he painted several important 
examples. Disliking the intrigues of the court, he re- 
turned to Italy, where he died. The Museums and Gal- 
leries of Europe possess numerous works by him.

This eminent portrait painter was born in Antwerp, 
and became a pupil of Rubens in 1620. He visited Eng- 
land and Italy. From there he returned through Paris in 
1626. He executed historical works of great renown, and 
the principal public edifices of Brussels, Antwerp and 
Ghent are embellished with the production of his pencil. 
Returning to England in 1630, upon the request of Charles 
I. he settled at Black Friars, a favorite to the King, from 
whom he received the honor of knighthood in 1632. In 
portraiture Van Dyck will not be denied the most honor- 
able place after Titian, and left a multiplicity of works, 
some of which are in the principal Galleries of Europe.

Cromwell and Charles II. He was created a Baronet in 
1679, and died of apoplexy while painting the portrait of 
the Duchess of Somerset.

EGBERT VAN HEEMSKERK (the Elder) 



DUTCH SCHOOL 

1610-1680 

He was born in Haarlem and painted the interiors of 
Dutch alehouses, and village scenes and festivals. His 
treatment of these subjects approaches that of Teniers, 
and some of his works are in the Louvre and the Hermit- 
age, in St. Petersburg .

JEAN HUGUES TARAVAL 

PUPIL OF BOUCHER 

1728-1785 

Painter and engraver, born in Paris. In 1756 he won 
the grand prix at the Academy, and later went to Rome. 
On his return to Paris he painted a successful portrait of 
Louis XV., and was appointed chief inspector of the 
Gobelin manufactory. There is a "Triumph of Amphi- 
trite" by him in the Louvre. 

VENUS AND CUPIDS 

Venus is portrayed in a reclining posture. A thin gauze mantle is 
thrown over her shoulder. A laurel of vines ornament her hair and 
she looks into a bunch of grapes which she holds in her hand. Young 
Bacchus and Cupid rest at her left, and they form a charming group 
under a vine tree.

GENTILE BELLINI 

ITALIAN SCHOOL 

1429-1507 

Gentile was the son of Jacopo and the brother of Gio- 
vanni, all of whom rank with the great Venetian artists. 
Gentile was considered the greatest portraitist of his day, 
and oainted the portraits of Caterina Carnaro, of Doge 
Giovanni Mocenigo, and of the other Italian notables of 
his time. 

PORTRAIT OF NICOLAS MARCELLUS 

This important portrait represents the aged Doge wearing the 
Doge's cap and an elaborate jacket with silver buttons. The portrait 
is in profile and brings out the sharply accentuated features of the 
Doge. The modeling is unusually fine and worthy of the great Vene- 
tian 15th Century portraitist.

JEAN ANTOINE WATTEAU 

FRENCH SCHOOL 

1684-1721 

Watteau was born in Valenciennes, where he received 
his first art instruction. Already at that time he painted 
pictures representing Italian comedians. At the age of 
18 he tramped to Paris, where he studied under Gillot. 
He developed very quickly, but had no confidence in his 
powers until he was received at the Academy in 1717. In 
1719 he visited England, returning to Paris the following 
year, where he died at the early age of 37. 

ITALIAN TROUPE 

The painting represents a group of Italian actors who were espe- 
cially prominent in Paris in the time of Watteau. The Columbine, 
Pierrot, and Harlequin, with two additional actors, are all represented 
in their appropriate costumes. In the background on the right is a 
silk curtain. Trees and sky in center, with a statue and trees on the 
left.

JOHN CROME (styled "Old Crome") 

ENGLISH SCHOOL 

1769-1821 

Landscape painter, born in Norwich. He started in 
his early youth to copy Dutch masters with Whistler. 
Among his earliest patrons were Sir Wm. Beechey, Mr. 
Harvey and Mr. Dawson Turner. Gaining great repute, 
he founded the local school of painting, and later the Nor- 
wich Society of Artists. He travelled to Belgium and 
France, and was elected President of the Norwich Society 
in 1810. He painted after the style of Hobbema, and 
many of his works are in the National Gallery. 

LANDSCAPE AND VILLAGE 
Near Westmoreland 

Old farm houses amidst a number of secular trees. On the road 
leading to the village are depicted two travellers. One is resting on 
the side of the road, the other is standing leaning on his cane.

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GEORGE HENRY HARLOWE 

CK 

ENGLISH SCHOOL 

1787-1819 

Historical and portrait painter, born in London. After 
studying with Samuel Drummond, he was placed under 
the care of Sir Thomas Lawrence, the fashionable por- 
trait painter, to whom, strange to say, he had to pay one 
hundred guineas yearly as a pupil. He entered into the 
style and character of his master to such an extent that 
they separated on not very amicable terms. He exhibited 
at the Academy in 1805. His masterpiece, "The Kemble 
Family," won him fame. He went to Italy in 1818 and 
copied Raphael's works. He was elected a member of 
the Academy of St. Luke and died in his thirty-second 
year from an affection of the throat. He painted the por- 
traits of famous men. 

"THE RICHARDS FAMILY" 

A most pleasing family group with Mrs. Richards in a sitting pos- 
ture. Two of her younger children are sitting on her lap and the 
others stand by her side. The harmony of color and natural pose in 
this picture are remarkable. The background depicts a garden view, 
and a bunch of beautiful flowers lie at the right of the group.

ANTONIO CANAL (called Canaletto) 

ITALIAN SCHOOL 

1697-1768 

Born at Venice, he went to Rome in 1719, and upon 
his return he exclusively occupied himself in producing 
views of Venice, which met with an immense success. In 
1746 he visited London and painted a number of Venetian 
scenes. The principal galleries of Europe possess exam- 
ples by this master. Some of the figures of his views were 
painted by Tiepolo. 

GRAND FETE DAY IN VENICE 
Marriage of the Adriatic 

This is one of the most striking examples by Canaletto and is 
charming in color and detail. The scene represents the canal at Venice 
with numerous gondolas bearing the guests to the great fete. The sky 
effect is very striking.

ENGLISH SCHOOL 

1734-1802 

Romney's life was discouraging until after his going 
to London at the age of 28. There he soon gained repu- 
tation and divided the patronage of the fashionable world 
with his two great rivals, Reynolds and Gainsborough. 
He soon became overwhelmed with sitters. His work 
has risen to the highest appreciation in the field of Eng- 
lish art.

SPANISH SCHOOL 

1610-1687 

He was born in Madrid, and studied under Velasquez, 
whose daughter he afterwards married, and whom he suc- 
ceeded as Court Painter to Philip IV. He is said to have 
excelled equally in portraits, landscapes and hunting 
pieces. He painted the portraits of the royal family, and 
copied the celebrated Venetian pictures in the Royal Col- 
lection. The Madrid Gallery possesses some of his mas- 
terpieces. 

BROTHER OF PHILIP IV. 

He is depicted in a standing posture partly dressed in armor. His 
collar and cuffs are of rich lace. His left hand rests on the hilt of his 
sword. His right on his helmet, which: lies on a table near him. He 
wears knickerbockers and ponpons. His expression is noble and mild.

JACOB VAN STRY 

DUTCH SCHOOL 

1756-1815 

A painter, of, landscapes and cattle, born, at Dordrecht. 
He was a great imitator of Cuyp, Hobbema and Paul 
Potter, and a member of the Royal Institute of the Neth- 
erlands. His works are to be seen in the Royal Museum 
at Amsterdam. 

LANDSCAPE AND CATTLE 

A very curious sky and horizon effect is to be noted in this unus- 
ually large canvas, which portrays cows at pasture and milking time. 
A girl can be seen milking the cow. Cans of milk lay near her. A boy 
is asleep under a tree, and is being tickled with a branch by a mis- 
chievous youth.

ITALIAN SCHOOL 

1559-1613 

An eminent painter of the Florentine school, born at 
Cigoli. He was instructed by Santo di Titi, and painted 
in the Ritti Palace from the Grand Duke. He later went 
to Rome, where he painted at St. Peters. His works are 
remarkable for their expression of fervor and contrition. 
His best examples hang in the Galleries of Florence and 
Rome. 

VIRGIN AND CHILD 

The Madonna is depicted in a sitting posture wearing a red dress, 
black mantle and hood. The Infant Child is on her knee and holds 
a cross. The background is etched in gold leaf.

LOUIS TOCQUE 

FRENCH SCHOOL 

1696-1772 

Born in Paris, he devoted himself chiefly to portrait 
painting and became the scholar of Hyacinthe Rigaud. A 
member of the Paris Academy in 1734, he was invited to 
the Russian Court, where he painted the portrait of Prin- 
cess Elizabeth. He married the daughter of the painter, 
Nattier. The Louvre in Paris and the Museums of Ver- 
sailles, Nantes, Amiens and Marseilles have some of his 
works. 

PORTRAIT OF A YOUNG MAN 

He is dressed in a costume of the period, richly ornamented with 
lace collar, cuffs and silk ribbons. In his right hand he holds a letter. 
His face is clean shaven, and he wears a wig. The finish and detail 
of this example denotes a close study of the style of Rigaud.

1727-1775

and painted all the royal family. The Louvre at Paris 
and the Museum of Orleans possess a few of his works.
